hundred acres of oranges in Covina, 
Azusa and Glendora, as well as large 
acreages in other citn's communi- 
ties, have already been signed up for 
marketing thru this association, ac- 
cording to Wells C. Merwin of Co- 
vina, who is representative in this 
district. 


The association is a non-profit co- 


operative association, strongly sup- 
porting the citrus stabilization agree- 
ments, and believing that stabiliza- 
tion of the markets thru federal and 
state control is a policy here to stay 
the officials declared. 
They are, 


however, advancing a plan wherein 
all fruit handled thru the association 
is paid for in spot cash as soon as ri 
is taken from the orchards.

The underpass, built at a cost of 


$90,000, near El Monte, was open for 
traffic this week for the first time, 
a part of the highway system, and 
making impossible any accidents at 
this intersection with the Southern 
Pacific main line. It is the most im- 
portant construction on the link with 
the exception of the bridge across 
the San Gabriel river, now in use, 
and costing $110,000. 


Negotiations with the federal gov-

Following the announcement last

A motorist on the state highway

000 for the Crestline road that will 
connect Arroyo Seco road above 
Pasadena with Big Pines camp on 
the eastern fringe of Los Angeles 
county; and $225,000 for the state 
high-line road up the San Gabriel 
canyon to Crystal lake and Pine 
Flats. The total amount under these 
proposed projects would be $4,932,- 
000.

The only way is to keep the 
mind clear, especially in youth. Too 
much emphasis can not be placed 
on proper education that recognizes 
this principle of psychology."

citrus thrips on the young fruit. No 
silvering or scarring of the young 
fruit is at this time apparent. Treat- 
ment for the thrips will not begin 
until such time as the young have 
hatched and are showing up on the 
young fruit and foliage, which we 
can expect now within a short time, 
depending upon climatic conditions.

Locked-Up Values— 


All national banks are examined by a fed- 


eral oiYicer at staled intervals. He determines 
the value of ihe assets within the bank, and 
therefore, whether the bank is in a safe and 
liquid condition. 


In order that all people may know of the 


condition of the bank, the law requires that 
the bank make a statement at intervals, pub- 
lishing its assets and liabilities. 


There can be no ether reason for this pub- 


lished statement except that it is designed to 
reveal to the people the condition of the bank, 
upon which statement the individual deposi- 
tor can determine whether or not he wishes 
to entrust his funds to that institution. 


But. following the stock crash in 1929, the 


government sanctioned the carrying of bonds 
and other collateral at "book value," or near- 
ly so. This, regardless of the fact that the 
bottom was dropping out of these bond values 
with alarming rapidity. The argument in 
favor of book or original purchase values was 
of course that to allow the bank statements 
to show this descent as revealed on the open 
rtaarkgts_ would .be disastrous to the banks of

general. We think the answer is that one 
hundred per cent of the depositors possessed 
of intelligence would have refused to deposit 
money if they knew I hat the bank statements 
had been padded, whether thru government 
collusion or otherwise. 


Therefore, the McLeocl bill before congress 


now, which would release locked up deposits 
in closed banks thru the use of government 
funds, is more an obligation, a belated one, 
to the depositor, than it is a subsidy to the 
owners of bank stock. 


It is declared that not more than fouv pel- 


cent of the lock-up deposits are in compara- 
tively small amounts, the greater portion be- 
ing rleposits from large corporations, and ac- 
coum.s deposited by other banks. The Ford 
company, as an example, was obliged to do 
business while several millions were locked 
in a Detroit bank. 


But the release of all these funds, small and 


large, is needed now. and has been needed 
since the crash. Il (the McLeocl bill) would 
be one method of putting more money in cir- 
culation, which is the country's most crying 
need.

Budget Jugglers— 


England has balanced her budget, and has 


thirty million pounds to spare. The chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, or whatever his title 
is. now receives the plaudits of his fellow 
legislators, and is almost a national hero. 


But any good statistician can balance a bud- 


get. It is a matter of bookkeeping. The Amer- 
ican government, after years of struggling 
with debts, has adopted the method of pri- 
vately-owned business, and has segregated 
what may be termed "capital expenditures" 
from running expenses, with the result that 
the- budget will balance before next June. 
That is to say, one of the budgets will bal- 
ance. Capital outlay, such as the expenditure 
for public works, etc., do not belong in the 
regular budget, it seems. 


This writer remembers a business venture 


i i f his youth that turned out successfully. He 
received permission from his father to use ten 
acres of land, borrowed his father's teams and 
fools, got his seed from his father's cellar, 
lertilizer from under his father's barn, and 
at the end of the year was seventy-five dollars 
to the good 011 the sale of the crop.
